Sex education cartoons 
Inappropriate’ says MP

AN MP has called for a change 
in sex education after cartoons 
showing “ways mummies and 
daddies fit together” were 
shown to children as young as 
five. 

Andrea Leadsom, MP for 
Northamptonshire South, 
organised a debate on the issue 
in the House of Commons this 
week after being made aware of 
the type of material being taught 
in sex education classes across 
the county. 

The MP, who is a mother of 
three, wants to see parents opt- 
in to the classes, rather than the 
current opt-out method and also 
wants to see the materials used 
classified in a similar manner to 
DVDs and films. 

Mrs Leadsom said: “Currently, 
schools are teaching sex and 
relationship education to young 
children with the best of inten¬ 
tions. 

“However, it has been brought 
to my attention by numerous 
people in different organisations 
that some of the material being 
taught to children as young as 
five is completely inappropriate. 

“I have seen cartoons of two 
people engaged in sexual activity 
with the caption - ‘here are some 
ways mummies and daddies fit 
together’. 


“Other images depict two car¬ 
toon characters locked in an inti¬ 
mate embrace accompanied by 
a vivid explanation, using sexual 
terminology, of the act of inter¬ 
course. 

“As well as cartoons, I have 
been shown a video of two peo¬ 
ple engaged in intercourse with a 
child’s voice over the top saying, 
‘It looks like they’re having fun’. 

The MP also said she had been 
shown leaflets given out to pri¬ 
mary school children that give 
graphic definitions of sexual 
activities. 

Mrs Leadsom added: “There is 
no doubt that children need to 
be taught about sex and how to 
be responsible and safe, as we try 
to tackle issues such as teenage 
pregnancies and sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases. 

“However, experiences in my 
constituency, as well as organi¬ 
sations’ campaigns such as ‘too 
much, too young’ have high¬ 
lighted material being used that 
is completely inappropriate and 
that sends out totally the wrong 
message. 

“At a time when there is wide¬ 
spread concern about the sexu- 
alisation of childhood, using sex¬ 
ually explicit and inappropriate 
materials in primary school 
classrooms can only make things 
worse.”

‘Death crush’ club owner goes into administration 



THE company which owns the 
club where a student died last 
week has gone into administra¬ 
tion. 

Luminar Group holdings PLC, 
which owns Lava & Ignite brand as 
well as other nightclub chains 
Liquid and Oceana, has said that it 
cannot meet its banking obliga¬ 
tions. 

Last week 22-year-old Nabila 
Nanfuka died after a ‘crush’ at the 
Northampton Lava & Ignite. The 
town centre club temporarily lost 
its licence to trade last week. 

The group said it could not pay 
back debts to Lloyds TSB Bank, 
Barclays Bank and the Royal Bank 
of Scotland which were due today. 

The company’s shares were tem¬ 
porarily suspended from trading 
yesterday when the news was 
announced. 

A statement on the Luminar 
website said: “The directors of 
Luminar have no option but to 
take steps to place the company 
and certain of its subsidiaries into 
administration and to request the 
UKLA to suspend trading in 
Luminar's shares with immediate 
effect.”

Police suspect nightclub 
bosses had lost control’

POLICE believe the management at a 
nightclub which saw a student crushed 
to death had ‘lost control’. 

University of Northampton student 
Nabila Nanfuka, 22, died at Lava & Ignite 
after a ‘stampede’ at the club on October 
19. 

It is claimed the rush to the door 
occurred at around 3.30am on a staircase 
as the club was closing. 

Documents from Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council’s licensing committee, 
which met last week to suspend Lava & 
Ignite’s licence temporarily for 28 days, 
show the police believe the management 
and security were not in control of the 
crowd. 

It said: “Fighting was breaking out on 
the staircase of the premises which esca¬ 
lated the situation causing more prob¬ 
lems. 

“The police at the scene had to assist 
the management and the security as it 
appeared they had lost control of the 
premises and the capacity.” 

Officers also revealed that they received 
a 999 call from a clubber stuck in a lift 
within the building with eight other peo¬ 
ple. 

Police did not know about the event for 
which students were bussed in from as 


far away as Manchester despite the ‘DNA 
Presents Wickedest Wickedest’ night 
being advertised on flyers which said the 
evening was ‘working in partnership with 
Northamptonshire Police to bring you a 
safe event’. 

A spokesman for Lava & Ignite said it 
has been helping police with their inves¬ 
tigation. The premises was handed back 
to the owners on Tuesday evening after 
police finished their forensic investiga¬ 
tion. 

A spokesman said: “Lava & Ignite con¬ 
tinues to proactively help Northampton¬ 
shire Police with their investigation into 
the incident that took place during the 
early hours of Wednesday, October 19, 
which tragically saw the death of Nabila 
Nanfuka. 

“Counting procedures were in place on 
the evening which the police investiga¬ 
tion will demonstrate. CCTV footage 
from the club’s 14 cameras have been 
handed to the police.” 

A 21-year-old woman, from London, 
who was seriously injured in the incident 
was released from Northampton General 
Hospital on Tuesday but a 19-year-old 
woman, also from London, remains in a 
critical condition in hospital in Leicester. 

The inquest into Nabila Nanfuka’s 
death was set to open today.

Rebel MPs demand Europe referendum 


FIVE out of the seven Conservative MPs 
who represent Northamptonshire 
rebelled against the Government calling 
for a referendum on Europe. 

Northampton South MP Brian Binley, 
Daventry MP Chris Heaton-Harris and 
Northamptonshire South MP Andrea 
Leadsom all voted against the 
Government on Monday. 

Wellingborough & Rushden MP Peter 
Bone and Kettering MP Philip Hollobone 
were tellers for the vote but indicated 
they would have also voted for a referen¬ 
dum. 

The only MP from the county who 
voted against it and kept in line with the 
Government was Northampton North 
MP Michael Ellis. 

Corby and East Northamptonshire MP 
Louise Mensch did not attend the debate 
or vote. 

The motion had been put forward by 
Tory MP David Nuttall. 

He was calling for a referendum by May 
2013 giving the public three options - 
keeping the status quo, leaving the EU or 
reforming the terms of the UK’s member¬ 
ship of the EU. 

When the vote was counted, the 


Government won with 483 nos and 111 
ayes which included 81 Tories. 

As far as Mr Bone was concerned this 
was the day when middle England spoke 
with a united voice and described 
Monday as his ‘best day in Parliament’. 

He said: “I am delighted as we gave a 
clear message to the Government for it to 
think about a referendum. 

“So many different MPs voted for us, 
only one Northamptonshire MP voted 
against with another not voting. 

“It showed middle England has spoken 
with a united voice. 

“The vote was not just about Europe, it 
was about democracy, to try to give peo¬ 
ple a chance to vote on Europe. The 
result of this is there will have to be a ref¬ 
erendum in the future.” 

Mr Binley said: “I hope the Government 
recognises the importance on this issue. 
The question is where do we go from 
here? 

“The Government needs to renegotiate 
our terms and in the meantime there 
should be a cross benefit analysis of how 
this would impact on jobs and the econ¬ 
omy.” 

Mrs Leadsom said: “I was one of the 


rebels and as far as I am concerned it was 
a point of principle. 

“I was not happy with the motion and 
even put forward my own amendment 
but this was not taken up. 

“Although I was not happy with it, I 
would not have been happy to vote 
against it. 

“In the end I think Britain deserves a 
referendum but not necessarily in the 
lifetime of this Parliament.” 

Explaining why he voted against a refer¬ 
endum, Mr Ellis said: “It is not the right 
time to have a referendum. 

“We have got a major crisis in the 
Eurozone and further destabilising of 
interests. 

“We need to keep Britain moving and it 
is too important to do this without hav¬ 
ing regard to these factors. 

“This does not mean I am pro-Europe, I 
am a Euro skeptic. 

“I am just as frustrated, in fact infuriat¬ 
ed, by the behaviour of the European 
Union. I took the view 50 per cent of our 
trade is with Europe and we have to be at 
the table when the regulations are made. 

“What we can’t afford to do now is have 
a referendum.”

Council rapped for 
£4k flights spend

A PRESSURE group has 
criticised Northamptonshire 
County Council for spending 
more than £4,000 on flights. 

Research done by the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance shows that since 2009, 
the authority has spent £4,401 on 
flights to Sweden, Tunisia, the 
USA, France, Turkey, Germany 
and the Netherlands as well as 
Belfast and Edinburgh. 

Although the flights to 
Washington in the USA and the 
Netherlands were part funded by 
third parties, the rest were all paid 
for from the public purse. 

The pressure group believes that 
there is no need for councils to 
spend so much money on flights, 
given that many authorities in the 
East Midlands have not spent a 


penny on foreign travel. Matthew 
Sinclair, director of the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, said: “It is shocking that 
some council staff have been jet¬ 
ting around at taxpayers’ expense. 

“These local authorities need to 
find millions in savings in the 
coming years and with modern 
technology like video conferenc¬ 
ing they needn’t spend large sums 
of taxpayers’ money on plane 
tickets. 

“It is great that 29 authorities in 
the Midlands were prudent and 
didn’t spend a penny of taxpayers’ 
money on flights, however, others 
could cut back.” 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “Officers from 
Northamptonshire County 
Council make very few foreign 
trips and the vast majority 
receive external funding. 

“On occasions where trips 


abroad are made it is a matter of 
weighing up the advantages in 
the long term against the cost of 
making the journey. 

“Advantages include raising the 
profile of both the authority and 
of Northamptonshire as being a 
place in which to invest and, of 
course, creating opportunities to 
access funding. 

“One of our officers is the UK 
representative on the North Sea 
Regional Programme and as such 
is required to attend meetings. 

“The programme is comprised 
of nations bordering the North 
Sea and a UK representative is 
essential to ensure funding for 
economic projects in the UK 
regions is secured. 

“Having a representative from 
the county is also advantageous 
in raising Northamptonshire’s 
profile.”

work and I suggest that requiring evi¬ 
dence of buying and installing lights 
etc would be better than fines. It would 
appear that there is a significant and 
growing danger to these cyclists and 
that needs to be addressed before the 
inevitable tragedy.

Deported citizen 
used two names

A MAN has been warned that he 
faces jail after he admitted 
gaining his British citizenship 
through deception. 

Ekow Piterson, 36, from Lasham 
Court, Northampton, pleaded 
guilty to obtaining leave by 
deception after admitting not 
declaring he had been deported 
from the UK previously under a 
different name. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard on Monday that Piterson 
had been deported from the 
country in September 2005 after 
out-staying his visa. 

William Falshaw, prosecuting, 
said: “The defendant was 
removed from the UK in 
September 2005 under the name 


of Nana Harvey-Ewusi. In 2006 he 
arrived back in the UK under his 
current name and he applied to 
stay in the country longer but did 
not mention his previous identity 
in his application. 

“As a result of that the applica¬ 
tion was granted and he was later 
awarded citizenship. 

“He was arrested in 2008 but I 
have no detail as to how the 
authorities found out about his 
previous identity.” 

Judge Richard Bray questioned 
why Piterson’s birth certificate 
had not been examined in greater 
detail after it had only been regis¬ 
tered in Ghana one month after 
he had been deported from the 
UK. 

Hannah Mettam, mitigating, 
said that Piterson was his real 
name and he had previously 


entered using the fake name. 
Miss Mettam said: “He was forced 
to leave when his father died and 
did not want to take over as being 
the head of the village. 

“He wanted to go into education 
to better himself. 

“He has never been a drain on 
the public taxpayer. 

“He has had two jobs and has 
paid for himself to go to universi¬ 
ty-” 

Adjourning sentencing to assess 
Piterson’s eligibility to stay in the 
UK Judge Bray said: “If you obtain 
British nationality by deception 
that is a very serious matter. 

“He still faces a custodial 
sentence. 

“I need to speak to the UK 
border agency about his national¬ 
ity and his right to remain in the 
UK.”

Teaching 150 years 



The Guildhall, home to Northampton Borough Council, is 
celebrating its 150th anniversary. Steeped in history, the 
grand building is a landmark for the town. JONATHAN REILLY 
took a guided tour to find out more about the site’s past. 


ONE hundred and fifty years ago 
the council in Northampton 
decided it needed a new home. 

It had been based for the previ¬ 
ous 500 years on the site of the 
Skipton building society but with 
the town expanding rapidly in 
the Victorian era, the borough 
council needed a bigger place to 
administer its business for the 
bustling market town. 

And so, in in 1861, work started 
on The Guildhall, the magnifi¬ 
cent building that sits on St Giles 
Square. 


Designed by Edward William 
Godwin after he won a competi¬ 
tion to tender the building, it has 
just celebrated its milestone as the 
centre point of the town’s politics. 

While many may simply admire 
its architecture from the outside, 


few rarely get to see the depths of 
the building. 

Last week when the building 
opened its doors to the public as 
part of the anniversary celebra¬ 
tions, staff struggled to cope with 
the demands of visitors wishing 
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as towns focal poin 



to visit. On one morning alone, 
more than 100 people turned up 
to view the building. 

One of the rooms in The 
Guildhall that members of the 
public are most likely to see is 
the Great Hall which can be hired 
out to the public for weddings, 
civil partnerships and birthdays. 

The room is decorated by 
murals of famous people from 
the town’s history, which includes 
Spencer Perceval, a former MP 
for Northampton, who was assas¬ 
sinated in the House of 
Commons in 1812 when he was 
Prime Minister and Lawrence 
Washington, a mayor of 
Northampton in 1533 and 1546, 
whose ancestors went to found 
the United States of America. 

Interestingly, it is said that the 
former mayor’s coat of arms, 
which featured stars and stripes, 
was the inspiration behind the 
American flag. 

The rooms within the Guildhall 
are covered in intricate masonry 
which have hidden away within 
floral patterns, animals and peo¬ 
ple working in the town. One col¬ 
umn has St Crispin creating a 
shoe hidden among the stone. 

In the deepest pits of the build¬ 
ing is a maze of tunnels and 
rooms which are today used for 
storage and workshops. 

In the past they included small 
dark cells for a court that once 
sat in the building. Two of the 
cells remain, complete with their 
heavy set wooden doors, to pre¬ 
vent prisoners escaping. 

Without a doubt though the 
most important room under the 


main structure was a former 
wine and coal store, although 
today it is used as a workshop 
where among other things, the 
building’s 50 different lightbulbs 
are kept. 

Although brightly lit during the 
day, the underpasses have an 
atmosphere that harks backs to 
the days when they were built 
and with Halloween almost upon 
us, it would be perfect place to 
look for ghouls. 

Kim Shirley, who guided the 
Herald & Post around the building, 
explained that staff were certain 
the tunnels below are not haunted. 

She said: “The staff have to 
leave through the basement and 
when you are leaving at 2 o’clock 
in the morning, you don’t want to 
believe in ghosts.”

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County’s cops 
in top four for 
cutting crime 


THE fall in crime in 
Northamptonshire is the 
fourth largest reduction 
in the country. 

According to the latest 
data released by the 
British Crime Summary, 
incidents in the county, in 
the 12 months to the end 
of June, fell by 9.6 per 
cent. 

The average reduction 
nationally during the 
same period is four per 
cent. 

The data also reveals 
that public confidence in 
how the Force deals with 


local concerns has 
increased, from 53.5 per 
cent to 55.3 per cent.

Helping students to 
achieve full potential 



T HIS academic year has started 
strong for the university - as 
well as the announcement of 
our involvement in the Waterside 
Enterprise Zone in Northampton, 
we were delighted with the news 
that the Department for Education 
has approved two new University 
Technical Colleges within the 
county, of which well play a large 
role. 

The two UTCs, which are 
designed to offer 14 to 19 year olds 
an opportunity to take full-time, 
technically orientated courses 
alongside top level work 
experience opportunities with 
significant regional employers, are 
due to be open by 2013 and will 
cater for over 500 pupils each. 

University Technical College for 
New Technologies, Daventry, will 
allow pupils to specialise in a 
vocational curriculum in 
sustainable new technologies, 
whilst Silverstone Academy - in 
the heart of Motorsport Valley - 
will have pupils training for careers 
in motorsport, high performance 
engineering and events 
management. 

Traditional core GCSE subjects 
will still be taught but these 
initiatives will allow pupils to study 
in a practice-based way, focussing 
them on specific career paths and 
increasing their employability 
prospects. 

So why is The University of 
Northampton involved? Don’t we 
teach 18+? 

The University is a great believer 
in ‘lifelong learning’ - we have a 
large cohort of mature students, 
one of our graduates being 88 


years young! But there’s no reason 
why lifelong learning shouldn’t 
start even earlier for the higher 
education sector - we reach out to 
prospective students in schools 
and colleges through dedicated 
activities and the UTCs will see us 
directly helping to shape the lives 
of young people across the county 
with a firm academic base for the 
proposed curriculum and through 
student mentoring and encourage¬ 
ment of entrepreneurship and 
business skills. 

We are making closer links 
between school age, further and 
higher education and UTC students 
may choose to study further with 
us, a partner or another higher 
education institution. 

We are a university with 
established teaching and research 
excellence - our Schools of 
Education and Science and 
Technology are well known for 
their excellence in mathematics, 
education, environment-based 
disciplines and science teaching 
and will bring much experience and 
knowledge to the UTCs. 

There is also the important issue 
of skills, especially those that are 
the kind that employers want and 
will make sure students end up in 
jobs. 

A key theme of UTCs are that 


employers have direct input into 
the curriculum, making sure that 
what is taught is relevant directly 
to the world of work and the wider 
economy in general. 

Strategically, the UTCs also make 
sense for us - we are involved with 
two out of our four partner 
colleges - Moulton College, the 
lead sponsor of UTC New 
Technologies, Daventry, and 
Tresham College of Further and 
Higher Education with UTC 
Silverstone. 

Silverstone Circuits we already 
have excellent links with - only 
recently our journalism students 
were involved with a competition 
on-site with them at the British 
Touring Car Championship and we 
work closely with other key 
partners for the UTCs; Daventry 
District Council, Northamptonshire 
County Council, West Northants 
Development Corporation and the 
Daventry Learning Partnership. 

We look forward to developing 
closer relationships with all the 
employer partners involved in the 
UTCs. 

These are great developments 
for the county involving major 
names and we are proud to be 
supporting them and helping 
students achieve their potential at 
this level of study.

WITH more than 300 
accidental house fires last 
year, people are being 
urged to get their smoke 
detector tested to avoid 
becoming another victim. 

This is the message from 
Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue service. 

There were 381 
accidental house fires in 
the county last year, which 


resulted in two deaths and 
23 casualties. 

The get it tested 
message is being tied in 
with the clocks going back 
this weekend. 

Lisa Bryan, from the Fire 
and Rescue Service’s 
community protection 
department said: “Everyone 
notices when a clock stops 
ticking but the condition of 


your smoke alarm isn’t so 
obvious. 

“The battery could be flat 
or you may have forgotten 
that you have removed it 
and used it for a child’s toy. 
The only way to be sure it’s 
working is to test it.” 

Statistics show people 
are more than four times 
likely to die in a fire if their 
alarm is not working. 


Firm toasts a £40m 
beer brewing boost

CARLSBERG UK has 
celebrated a £40 million 
investment at its brewery 
in Northampton. 

The firm marked the 
latest phase of its expan¬ 
sion programme with an 
inauguration ceremony. 

Carlsberg employees 
from across the UK, along 
with invited guests, saw 
chief executive Dr Isaac 
Sheps unveil a specially- 
commissioned plaque at 
the Bridge Street brewery. 

The latest phase of the 
expansion programme 
represents an investment 
of about £40m at the site. 

Major improvements 
over the past year include 


significant investment in 
production, processing 
and packaging. 

This has included the 
introduction of state-of- 
the art technology and 
equipment which has 
streamlined the produc¬ 
tion process, including a 
single control room man¬ 
aging the brewing, 
fermenting and filtration 
processes. 

At the same time, the 
company has transferred 
beer storage vessels and 
an additional canning 
line, along with other 
equipment, to Northamp¬ 
ton from its former brew¬ 
ery in Leeds. 

The investment pro¬ 
gramme has also focused 
on reducing the environ¬ 


mental impact of the 
brewing process, with the 
improvements on track to 
significantly reduce gas 
and electricity consump¬ 
tion, as well as reducing 
waste. 

Overall, brewing capaci¬ 
ty in Northampton has 
been expanded from 4.5m 
to 6.7m hectolitres annu¬ 
ally, with between ten and 
20 new employees either 
already recruited or due to 
be taken on before the 
end of the year. 

Next year, the invest¬ 
ment programme will see 
additional storage vessels 
installed, increasing 

capacity further to 7m 
hectolitres annually, 
equivalent to 1.3 billion 
pints a year.

“We will continue with our 
campaign regarding the remain¬ 
ing lights.

Gas Safe Reg 
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New team acts 
fast with raids 
and six arrests

A TOP police officer has 
promised more arrests 
are on the cards follow¬ 
ing the launch of an 
investigation into the 
distribution of abusive 
images of children. 

Last Wednesday, 

Operation Gizmo, burst 
through suspects’ doors 
across the county. 

The message police 
want to send out to those 
involved in distributing 
pornographic/indecent 
images of children, 
according to Detective 
Sergeant Andy Blaize who 
led the investigation, is: 
“If you are involved in this 
kind of activity you 
should be sitting very 
uncomfortably indeed 
and waiting for a knock 
on your door.” 

The investigation was 
conducted by the newly- 
formed On-Line 

Exploitation Team, part of 
the Force’s Protective 
Services Department, 
which has a remit of look¬ 
ing at online offences 
against children and child 
exploitation. 

Proactive teams of 
uniformed officers from 
the Force’s response 


teams conducted the 
warrants and seized com¬ 
puter equipment. 

DS Blaize said: “Once 
the suspects were identi¬ 
fied it was through intelli¬ 
gence information and 
this was not just knocking 
on the door. 

“In terms of planning we 
had to get the warrants 
sworn out by Northamp¬ 
ton Magistrates. 

“We had to explain to 
them what the operation 
was about.” 

He added: “These are 
people who come into 
possession of images 
which they distribute. 

“This was their way of 
swapping them and shar¬ 
ing these images all over 
the world. 

“There is no geography 
on the internet. 

“I am very pleased as it 
was a good start for the 
unit. 

“As part of the operation 
there will be more 
arrests.” 

He said the computers, 
hard drives and discs 
seized will be examined 
by a dedicated team. 

“The computer exami¬ 
nations are not quick and 
it will take a period of 
time to complete a full 
examination. 


“Each person (of those 
arrested) will have a skill 
level when it comes to 
computers. 

“Some are more techno¬ 
logical at hiding them 
while others have no 
sophistication at all.” 

DS Blaize described the 
people involved in this 
type of crime as being in a 
hidden world. 

It was one he said which 
they kept concealed from 
their friends and families 
and did not think any 
partners of those arrested 
would have had any idea 
of them doing this. 

He added: “This is not 
the information they 
would share with their 
family.” 

■ Six people were arrest¬ 
ed during last 
Wednesday’s raids, after 
five warrants were execut¬ 
ed across the county. 

All were arrested on 
suspicion of possessing 
and distributing indecent 
images of children. 

All six have been 
released on police bail 
pending further 

enquiries. 

Four are from 
Northampton, one 

Irthlingborough and 
another lives in 
Geddington.

AS A proud New Zealander, Mark 
Sorenson was delighted to see the 
All Blacks end 24 years of hurt with 
Sunday’s 8-7 victory over France in 
the Rugby World Cup final. 

Not that the lock would have been 
able to celebrate too much though 
with Northampton Saints preparing 
to face his former club side 
Newcastle Falcons on Saturday. 

The Falcons come to Franklin’s 
Gardens sitting bottom of the Aviva 
Premiership to face a side that are 
on a three-game winning streak in 
the league and the LV= Cup. 

It is a familiar position Alan Tait’s 
side find themselves in, although 
Sorenson has warned that they can¬ 
not be taken lightly. 

He said: “They’re there at the 
moment, relegation is always a 
threat, but they’ve been there before 
and know how to scrap to keep their 
head above water. 

“They’ve managed it in the last few 
years, but it’s probably still too early 


to talk about that anyway. In the 
Premiership they have had a couple 
of close losses and a good win at 
home against Wasps. 

“Being in a different competition 
the last couple of weeks, they had a 
good win against Cardiff, and 
against London Irish played some 
expansive stuff as well. 

“They’re a team that plays a lot of 
rugby and they’ll be here on Satur¬ 
day doing nothing different. 

“They score lots of tries, play with 
width and it’s all orchestrated with 
Jimmy Gopperth at ten for them. 

“We’re looking forward to the chal¬ 
lenge of facing up to them, and 
Euan Murray coming back here too. 
He’ll have a massive point to prove, 
but we look forward to seeing those 
guys on the field.” 

A look at the league table also 
shows that the Saints need to start 
picking up more points if they are to 
earn a place among the top four 
come the end of the season. 

That, says Sorenson, is the 
challenge for him and his team 
mates as they prepare to return to 


Premiership action following a two 
week break for the Anglo-Welsh 
competition. 

After helping Northampton to a 
32-22 win over The Ospreys, that put 
them top of LV= Cup Pool Four, 
Sorenson was able to sit back and 
enjoy New Zealand’s triumph the 
following morning. 

“It was a close game and to close it 
out at the end, it was just pure relief 
when the final whistle went,” he 
said. 

“I was nervous - the French have 
always been a massive rival for us 
and have got us in the World Cup a 
few times. At home there was an air 
of worry about the fact that we were 
playing them, but I think that meant 
there was no complacency. 

“They showed exactly what they 
were about, put up a good game and 
it was an awesome final in the end. 

“It cements our ranking which is 
quite nice to reflect on in a World 
Cup year, and there’s relief for a 
number of guys that won’t be at the 
next World Cup. 

“But the base of the side is really 


young, so it’s good experience for 
them to go through what they have 
had to and come out of the end with 
the trophy.” 

Sorenson also believes that the 
result will provide a boost to the 
population of the rugby mad nation 
after recent events. 

The country suffered earthquakes 
earlier this year, while recently the 
oil tanker MV Rena ran aground off 
the coast of the area where 
Sorenson’s parents live. 

He said: “It has been mental 
during and post the result [in the 
final], and it’s a big lift to everyone 
in the whole country. There are a few 
things going on at home, especially 
environmentally around my home 
area where we had a ship run ashore 
at the Bay of Plenty. It leaked a 
whole load of oil which has washed 
up on the beaches back home, so it 
has covered a 30km section of 
beach.

Mallinder picks out ex-Saint Murray as main threat

JIM Mallinder is expecting former 
Northampton Saints prop Euan Murray 
to give his forwards a tough workout 
when it comes to scrummaging 
against Newcastle Falcons. 

Murray departed the club for 
Kingston Park in 2010 after finding his 
starting opportunities limited 
following his decision not to play on 
Sundays for religious reasons. 

The 31-year-old recently starred for 
Scotland at the Rugby World Cup, and 
the Saints’ director of rugby, who 
admitted he was sad to see Murray 


leave, is well aware of his strengths. 

“He’s key to their scrum and they’ll 
be looking for Euan to give them that 
edge because he is their scrum 
leader,” said Mallinder. 

“We know all about him - he’s a very 
good scrummager, he’s played well for 
Scotland in the games that he has 
managed to play in and I’m sure he’ll 
be very determined to get one over 
on his old team. You never want to see 
players leave and Euan was fantastic 
for us when he was here.” 


Northampton’s pack helped them to 
last Saturday’s 32-22 win away to The 
Ospreys in the LV= Cup, with hooker 
Dylan Hartley scoring two tries and 
one from flanker Calum Clark. 

However, Mallinder said: “It was good 
last week, but that doesn’t mean it is 
going to be good this week.

It was a tough 
game against an Ospreys side with 
some young lads and some good 
experience who made life difficult for 
us, and showed a lot of parts of our 
game we need to improve.”

things right and hopefully we’ll be able to do 
that.” 

The Northampton squad now turn their 
attention to the visit of Rotherham United to 
Sixfields this Saturday, and Westwood is 
expecting a tough few days on the training 
ground.

ADRIAN Sutil is excited by the prospect of 
racing for Force India in this Sunday’s 
inaugural Indian Grand Prix at the brand new 
Buddh International Circuit.

“The layout looks interesting and the good 
thing for me is that it’s a new track for 
everyone to learn. Getting up to speed will 
be key and the grip will build up throughout 
the weekend, but as long as we find a good 
balance by Saturday we should be OK.”

EVEN the most ardent optimist 
amongst Northampton Town’s 
supporters would struggle to argue 
that things are not looking grim for 
the club at the moment. 

What, on paper, is a hugely 
talented squad with a manger who 
has been there, done it and got the 
t-shirt were expected to be 
challenging for promotion. 

Instead, a 3-1 defeat on Tuesday 
night at home to fellow League Two 
strugglers Hereford United saw the 
Cobblers suffer their fourth defeat in 
a row and left them 19th in the table. 

Nathan Elder’s strike, punishing a 
defensive lapse, and Steven Leslie’s 
deflected free kick put the Bulls two 
up at the interval, but on-loan Saido 
Berahino gave Northampton the 
chance of salvaging the game. 

Yet, just when it looked as if they 
were going to get one back, a 
brutally swift counter attack, 
finished off by Harry Pell’s diving 
header, crushed those hopes on 71 
minutes. 

Rotherham United now visit 
Sixfields on Saturday as Town find 
themselves slipping towards the 
relegation zone, and Gary Johnson 
admits they are lacking confidence. 

The manager said: “We’ve all seen 
there are some good players out 
there that are not quite on song. 

“There’s not much you can do as a 
manager apart from keep working 
hard in training and try to give them 
the confidence to go out there and 
play. Unfortunately you go one or 
two nil down for whatever reason 
and all of a sudden they’re not as 
confident as they should be to bring 
out their game. When they leave that 
dressing room they go out of there 
like warriors, but then you don’t 
know how the game is going to pan 
out. 

“You think they’re up for it, and 
sometimes it doesn’t happen and 
that has occured on four occasions 
now. Teams will always turn it 
around, they will get their little bit of 


luck on occasions, so we just have to 
wait and see.” 

Berahino’s performance was the 
highlight for Northampton on a 
night where there were few, and his 
first goal in professional football was 
a just reward for his efforts. 

The 18-year-old striker exhibited 
why he is so highly rated by parent 
club West Bromwich Albion and 
provided much of the creative spark 
for the hosts. Johnson conceded the 
England Under-20 international 
cannot be expected to do everything 
on his own though. 

“He needed a few more around 
him getting their best game out,” he 
said, adding: “Unfortunately we had 
three or four that have been short of 
their best game for the last three 
weeks. We’ve worked very hard to try 
and give them that confidence to go 
out there and perform, but there are 
some players at this moment in time 
that are finding it very hard to get 
their game going. They’re a nice 
group of lads, but we’re a bit soft 
sometimes when it comes to mak¬ 
ing a big tackle at a big moment in 
time. They’re all trying, but some¬ 
times, on the day, people are not 
good enough.” 

That loss also ratchets up the 
pressure on Johnson to turn things 
around even quicker, with the fans 
split between those that think he 
should go and those that feel he 
needs to be given more time.

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Vas on verge of Prem first 

Artemyev will head Russian invasion of English rugby’s top tier

WHEN he steps out onto the field for 
Northampton Saints on Saturday to face 
Newcastle Falcons, Vasily Artemyev will 
create a small piece of history by 
becoming the first Russian to play in the 
Aviva Premiership. 

Of course, Prince Alexander Obolensky 
blazed the trail before him during the ama¬ 
teur era, famously scoring two tries on his 
England debut in a 13-0 victory over New 
Zealand the 1936. 

And like his fellow winger that day at 
Twickenham, Artemyev has had an 
immediate impact - scoring a hat-trick of 
tries on his Saints debut two weeks ago 
against Saracens in the LV= Cup. 

He followed that up with another in last 
Saturday’s 32-22 win away to The Ospreys in 
Bridgend, although the 24-year-old remains 
modest about the impressive start to his 
Northampton career. 

“I hadn’t thought about scoring tries 
before I came out to play,” he says. “I just 
wanted to do my job and show to the 
coaches that I deserve to be playing. 

“The opportunities were created by some 
good plays all around from the forwards and 
the backs, and finishing wasn’t too hard in 
the end. This week’s Premiership game is 
another step for me. I’ve played the last two 
games and had some good moments, so I’m 
just looking forward to getting another 
game under the belt and another good 
performance. 

“That’s what I expect from myself and, as a 
team, we expect to take it one step at a time, 
put the little things together, do them well 
and hopefully get a result at home.” 

Artemyev missed the first six games of the 
Premiership season due to being part of the 
squad for Russia’s first ever Rugby World 
Cup campaign in New Zealand. 

Although they lost all four of their games 
and finished bottom of Pool C, the tourna¬ 
ment was an experience the former Leinster 


Academy player enjoyed. He speaks fondly 
of how the Russian team were welcomed at 
the airport by the locals and of the support 
they had during the competition. 

But Artemyev also believes that playing 
against the likes of Australia, Italy and 
Ireland - who he scored a try against - has 
helped him prepare for what to expect in 
Saints colours. 

He said: “I think playing in those high 
intensity games as we did in the World Cup 

- and a few of the warm-up games in the UK 

- really helped to show what kind of 
intensity I’ll be facing playing every week in 
England. From that perspective, I got a 
better understanding of how fast the game 
is going and how fast you should be think¬ 
ing on your feet. 

“There is obviously still a lot to learn. Play¬ 
ing these high intensity games every week is 
going to be difficult. 

“You can feel the pressure and every week 
you have to perform, especially with the 
Premiership and Heineken Cup games 
coming up. But I’m just trying to take it a 
step at a time, focus on one game, get every¬ 
thing right there and then you can make the 
next step up. 

“That’s probably the best mentality you 
can have going forward, and that’s what we 
try to focus on as a team as well.” 

There are plenty of keen observers watch¬ 
ing Artemyev’s progress back home, and he 
believes more Russian stars could soon be 
on their way to England. 

He said: “I have been speaking to some of 
my friends that are back playing in Russia 
and they’re quite happy to hear that I’m 
making the team and getting some game 
time. They’re following my progress and 
hopefully it will bring more attention from 
the Russian rugby community to the 
Premiership and European competitions. 

“I know a few of my national team-mates 
are quite keen on coming and playing in the 
Premiership as well, so hopefully one or two 
of them will be making their debuts in the 
next few years.”
